Yesterday."  She  has  since  acted  in  "Harvey,"  "You  Can't  Take  It  With  You" 
and  "Solid  Gold  Cadillac"  to  mention  a  few.  Besides  acting,  Margaret  often 
works  backstage  on  props  and  as  prompter  for  the  F.  C.  In  real  life  she  is  a 
grandmother  of  six.
